A Bill to mako provision for the dis- 
posal of tho Canadlau .Merchant 
Marino and of the system of railways 
known as tho Grand Trunk Railway 
System. 

Short Title. 
This BIH may be cited as the Cana- 
dian Merchant Marine and Grand 
Trunk Disposal Bill of Canada, l«2u. 
Preliminary. 

2. This Bill shall consist of two 
parts: 

(a) Part one shall deal wi;b tho dis- 
posal of the Grand Trunk Railway 
System; 

(b) Part two shall deal with the dis- 
posal of the Canadian .Merchant 
Marine. 

Part One. 

3. The shareholders of the Grand 
Trunk Railway, through their board 
of directors, shall bo informed that the 
offer contained in 10 Goorgo V, l!)l!i 
(Third Session) c. 33, an act entitled 
"The Grand Trunk Acquisition Act, 
1919," Is withdrawn. 

*. The Government shall guarantee j 
the fixed charges of the Grand Trunk 
Railway until 1.1,21, and shall until 
that dale maintain supervision over 
tbe management. 

5. The Railway Commission shall 
grant, after investigation, an Increase 
of Railway Rates to all Canadian Rail- 
ways before January 1st, 1921. 

6. A working agreement shall be 
entered Into between the Canadian 
National Railways and the released 
Grand Trunk Railway System. 

Part Two. y 

7. The Canadian Merchant Marine 
shall be disposed of in entirety. • 

>8. Preference shall be glvon to 
tenders from naturalized British Sub- 
jects at the date of the first reading 
of this Bill. 

9. Evidence of good faith shall be 
furnished will all tenders under Sec- 
tion S of this Bill. 

10. A minimum price of $200.00 pet- 
ton shall bo set on -tenders from so 
qualified British Subjects. 

11. Tenders shall be oponed at tho 
office of*llie Ministry, Ottawa, Canadu, 
on 1.0.20, after universal advertising. 

12. Payment shall be domanded in 
Canadian currency and Ihe terms ot 
payment shall be considered in, choice 
of tendcris, other tilings being equal, 
the highest tender being accepted. 

13. Satisfactory offers/ if made on 
the above terms, by Canadian Subjects 
shall have priority. * 

11. Existing contracts shall be 
carried out If they can bo completed 
by 1.7.20, otherwise they shall be can- 
celled immediately and damages ar- 
bitrated. ' 
■'15. Consideration o fthe personnel 
employed on the ships of this fleet 
shall bo Lio care of the Government. 

16. Should entire disposal be not 
effected to British Interests, the re- 
maining ships shall be put up to 
tender in the samo way to other 
civilized countries at a minimum price 
of $225 per ton. ,
